That better ſtate of things which by the good hand of the

theexegencies of an unſetled Nation, was in the place of the 
Old, the ere&ing a new Baſis, a conſticution upon the Foun= 
dation of Goſpel-principles, the whole building both in 
Church and State to be compoſed and framed according to 
Goſpel-lightand Rule; that is, ſo that all the ſeveral Offices 
and Powers committed to Chrift, might be viably owned 
and exerciſed in the.

Unto this light then vouchſafed the Lord addzd (as of 
ſpecial uſe for a people that are' under ſuclr diſpenſations' as 
we were )a faith to look for great things ; the ſum whereof 
in brief is as follows. . 

That the ſet time was come, or at the doors, wherein the 
. Lord would call to a reckoning the Rulers' and Shepherds 
of the Earth, for the Male-adminiftration of their Rule and 
Truſt, in the exerciſe of Tyranny over men by the one, of 
Lordſhip over Gods heritage by the other ; the effe&s where- 
of ſhould begin in theſe Weſtern Nations firſt, as being the 
undonbred horns of that:Beaft, to whom the cup of wrath is 
firſt to be given, before the reſt .of the Bzafts; and this to 
be done firſt by the ſpirit of the Lord in his people, ſtir= 
ring them up hereunto; after by the Lord himſelf, athis 
own appearing.
